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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The applicant's arguments have been considered 
but are not persuasive. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Dravland fails to disclose the front and back sections being joined, it is noted that the present 
specification does not clearly define the term 'joined.' The front and back sections of Dravland are brought together to form a connection, 
as shown in figures 3 and 4. A connection does not require a physical attachment between two elements. The front and back sections of 
Dravland are in direct contact with each other, and therefore are joined together. 

In response to the applicant's argument that Dravland fails to disclose leg openings having a compementary shape, it is noted that the 
present claims do not further disclose in what way the edge portions of the leg openings complement each other. The edge portions of 
the leg openings of Dravland complement each other because the curve of the back edge portion cooperates with the front edge portion to 
form a leg opening that encircles the wearer's leg. Together, the edge portions form a complete leg opening, and therefore complement 
each other. 

In response to the applicant's argument that neither Dravland nor Imsagjan teach or suggest that Dravland could be "improved" in view of 
Imsagjan, it is noted that Dravland does not need to disclose a need for improvement in order for a modification to be obvious to one 
skilled in the art. Rather, it is Imsagjan who teaches an improvement that may be used to modify Dravland. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would been motivated to modify the article of Dravland in view of the teachings of Imsagjan with a reasonable expectation of success. 

In response to applicant's argument that the examiner's conclusion of obviousness is based upon improper hindsight reasoning, it must be 
recognized that any judgment on obviousness is in a sense necessarily a reconstruction based upon hindsight reasoning. But so long as 
it takes into account only knowledge which was within the level of ordinary skill at the time the claimed invention was made, and does not 
include knowledge gleaned only from the applicant's disclosure, such a reconstruction is proper. See In re McLaughlin, 443 F.2d 1392, 
170 USPQ 209 (CCPA 1971). 
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
